The bodies of Goebbels and his 


family also were badly burned, 
but were identified by the 
Rus- 


sians without too much difficulty. 


The Russians had given no hint 


as to how the bodies of Hitler, 
Goebbels and other nazis found 
in Berlin have been disposed of.

Mullen Dies After 


Years of Fighting 


Chicago, 
June 
6-—(AP)—Jim 


Mullen, whose stormy career as a 
fight promoter is almost a saga of 
the sport of boxing in the midwest, 
will be buried at a private service 
today, with only a few of his per- 
sonal friends present. 


Mullen, who gave former Heavy- 


weight Champion Gene Tunney one 
of his first big chances for fame, 
died yesterday of a heart ailment 
after almost seven months' illness. 


He had virtually divorced him- 


self from boxing for almost 17 
years, but his promotional efforts 
before that time have been re- 
garded for more than a decade as 
the basis upon which the midwest's 
big time boxing was founded. 


He promoted fights before box- 


ing was legalized in Illinois, car- 
ried a fight of his own into the 
state legislature to get the sport 
recognized as legal, and then quiet- 
ly withdrew in 1918 to leave ring's 
future to other hands. 


Mullen got himself into legal dif- 


ficulties in an effort to get the 
Illinois boxing 
commission law 


passed. After it became effective 
in 1926 he began to promote "big- 
time" shows. 
Previously, he had 


promoted "outlaw" cards in Illi- 
nois and Indiana. 


He promoted the first "legal" 


Illinois boxing card here July 3, 
1926,
